There Is 
a feeling in Canada—It has not yet 
assumed the form of a tradition—that 
length of service or experience Is not 
to be taken into account In the opera¬ 
tion of railways and railway trains— 
that the veteran has outlived his use¬ 
fulness and that young men make the 
mozt efficient servants from the point 
of view of the companies and also 
from the point of view of, public safety. 
Here are the views of the Scientific 
American, which may.be credited with- 
possessing expert knowledge upon the 
subject; ---—-- 

“Although the superior safety of 
British railroad operation is due in 
large measure, no doubt, to the higher 
average of excellence of the roadbed 
and rolling stock—a considerable por¬ 
tion of our railroad system being even 
yet of the pioneer type—the true secret 
of the difference Is to be found In cer¬ 
tain fundamental traits of national 
character. The smooth and safe work¬ 
ing of the British railroad Is chiefly 
dpe to the inbred cautiousness of the 
employees; to their natural inclination 
to remain for mAi}|r years In the same 
position, thereby acquiring thorough 
familiarity with the ‘conditions; and, 
lastly, and chiefly, to the excellence 
of the cailroad discipline. Th ere emu 
he no doubt that the prevalence of 
railway accidents in America Is due In 
large measure to the fluctuating, mi¬ 
gratory character of the labor. A cen¬ 
sus of railway employees at any given 
time would show that a considerable 
percentage of then) are either new t> 
their positions, or are contemplating a 
change in the near future. No amount 
of natural Intelligence and alertness 
can give the American railroad man 
that familiarity with the duties of his 
r-csltlon which marks the British em¬ 
ployee, who has probably held his Job 
for a dozen or fifteen years past.

Rula for Ireland, Unionist Journals are 
almost unanimously of tha opinion that 
the question has been shelved for ten 
years. If not for all time. The papers 
supporting the government are, for the 
most part, quite as certain that, some 
time In the indefinite future, the sister 
kingdom must be granted a compre¬ 
hensive measure of self-government, os 
we have It in Canada or as outr neigh¬ 
bors have It in Australia. Mr. John 
ItedmOnd, the leader of the Irish Na- 
tlonalista, seems to accept the interpre¬ 
tation of the Unionists as the more 
correct exposition of the situation. He 
holds that the elevation of Mr. Asquith 
to the Premiership has completly 
changed the relations of the Irish party 
with the government party, and hence 
he has Issued a ma n d e me nt practically 
calling upon Irish electors in England 
to oppose the ife-election of Mr. 
Churchill and other Liberals who have 
accepted office under the new Prime 
Minister. This change of attitude, 
coupled with the new life which has 
been Injected into the Unionist party 
by recent electoral successes, apparent¬ 
ly makes the result of the bye-elec¬ 
tions. especially In constituencies where 
the Nationalist vote is strong, very 
doubtful. It is admitted that the pros¬ 
pects of Mr. Winston Spencer Church¬ 
ill in the northwestern district of Man¬ 
chester are by no means bright. At the 
same time It is pointed out that the 
defeat of the minister, whlla it would 
naturally be a matter of regret, would 
have no serious effect upon the prestige 
of the government. It would pot mod¬ 
ify In the* slightest degree the minis¬ 
terial programme nor weaken the 
ministry In the House at Com¬ 
mons. Mr. Lloyd-George, the new 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, has de¬ 
clared that an act providing for pen¬ 
sions to the aged will be placed upon 
the statute books within a year. The 
Chancellor Is a young and exceedingly 
determined man. When he says, as cus¬ 
todian of the national purse, that a 
policy which will unite ajl the elements 
of the party shall be carried out, there 
is no question whatever that he will 
have his way. So that, even with the 
Ir|»h Nationalists united against the 
government, there Is every prospect 
that the Asquith Ministry will continue 
in offico to within a measureable die* 
lance of the extreme term of the pres¬ 
ent parliament.

Especially noteworthy, is the fact that 
several low grade coals and lignites 
that have proved of little value or even 
worthless under the steam boiler gave 
excellent results in the gas producer.

As for gold exports, there Is a possi- 
iuay -hip ^ald. to- Paris. 
Some pr< .imire exists in the continental 
money markets, particularly at Berlin, 
owing to the Issue of new loans and a 
general strain upon credit. For some 
reason the demands appear to fall 
chiefly upon Paris, and that centre na¬ 
turally looks to New York, where gold 
ran. bo obtained upon the most advan¬ 
tageous terms. As yet, however, there 
are no indications of an alarming efflux 
of the precious metal. 

Because of business depression there 
has been a marked decline in imports, 
thus permitting a continued heavy ex¬ 
cess of export's. This, of course. Is dis¬ 
couraging to gold shipments; yet it is 
always best for ail concerned that gold 
should freely go where It la most need¬ 
ed. and as we are In a position to give 
freely of our large reserve, shipments 
of a few millions of gold to the* conti¬ 
nent would probably prove Indirectly 
beneficial through lessening the glut 
of idle funds at this centre and reliev¬ 
ing the strain upon the other side. In 
March our merchandise exports 
amounted to over $141,000,000. com¬ 
pared with $161,000,000 a year ago. This 
was a decrease of about $20,000,000. Our 
importations during the same period 
were IM.000.000. compared with $i$ 3 ,- 
QPO.OOO a year ago, a shrinkage of $44.- 
000,000. This left an excess of export 
for the month amounting to over $62.- 
WKUKN). as against $28,600,000 in March. 
1907. In this connection It Is interest¬ 
ing to note that during the nine months 
ending March our exports of merchan¬ 
dise Increased $47,000,000. while our Im¬ 
portations declined $135.d00.000. 

General business conditions am any¬ 
thing but satisfactory. Here and there 
signs of recovery are visible, but in 
many cases the Industrial depression is

One-man towns are almost as 
tumerous here as In England, but of 
a different character. The typical Bri¬ 
tish one-man tojvn la a group of cot¬ 
tages at the edge of a land owner’s 
park, with a public house bearing his 
arms, a smithy where his tenants’ 
horses are shod and a church where 
his ancestors are buried. Sometime® 
mining wealth builds a one-man town 
ruled by autocracy tempered by labor 
unions. There are a few new "model 
villages’’ built by great proprietors, 
like Mr. Lever’s Port Sunlight and Mr. 
Cadbury’s cocoa creations. 

Germany furnishes in Essen one of 
the most remarkable industrial one-' 
man towns. Under Ahe Oetyrmn classi¬ 
fied municipal suffrage the late Herr 
Krupp ruled it politically, his one vote 
constituting the entire first and .second 
class of the electorate and outweighed 
all other residents in the third class. 

Our one-man towns are made to 
order, like Pullman. Pelton and Dolge- 
vllle. or develop out of old villages like 
Waltham and Homestead. The only 
way for the founder to keep the po¬ 
litical power is to retain all the/prop¬ 
erty. renting It to the residents. 

New England Is full of one-man 
towns. Peacedale and the Hazards. 
Riverside and the Knights. Chepachet 
and the Arnolds, the Blarkstone val- 
•ev villages and the Goddards, are ex¬ 
amples. Even in places like Meriden. 
Bridgeport apd Fall River one indus¬ 
try may furnish livelihood to most of 
the Inhabitants. The quarries of Ver¬ 
mont and tha lumbar and pulp mill# of 
Maine foster many one-industry vil¬ 
lages. In building Gary the steel trust

general. Many pf the big operators 
still hold large lines of surplus stocks, 
for which they would like to find a 
market. There Is no public speculation 
and commission houses as a rule are 
carrying comparatively small lines of- 
securities. Just now the key to the sit¬ 
uation Is the money market. White 
present low rates of Interest remain— 
which Is likely to continue for a con¬ 
siderable period—good stocks will look 
axoeedlngiy cheap, even allowing for 
reduction in dividends. Mqanwhile, the 
power of cheap money cannot be Ignored, 
in stock market operations; for In the^ 
hands of skilled men It is the most 
powerful known leverage for high 
prices. It should also be taken into 
consideration that many of the finan¬ 
cial leaders are likely to support the 
market tor the purpose of lessening 
their holdings of stock bought to check
